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INTRODUCTION 


This report presents the distribution of population by single years of 
age and sex for the provinces, census metropolitan areas and census 
agglomerations of 25,000 and over according to the 1971 Census of Canada. 
Age classifications in the 1971 Census are based on a definition which specifies 
completed years of age at last birthday prior to June 1, 1971, derived from 
the census question which asked for the month and year of birth. 


Single years of age data in this report represent actual tabulated totals 
of individual ages. Thus, they are subject to a relatively higher degree of error 
than the previously published census classifications by age groups (see Report 
92-715). Some inaccuracies resulting from misstatement of age are inherent in 
all census statistics on this subject. However, it is expected that certain errors, 
such as those occurring from the tendency on the part of the respondents to 
favour ages ending in certain digits (e.g., zero and five) will have been reduced 
substantially by the presentation of the question in the 1971 Census in terms 
of month and year of birth rather than age at last birthday as in earlier 
censuses. 


The 1971 Census figures in this report have been subjected to a 
confidentiality procedure to prevent the possibility of associating small 
figures with any identifiable individual. The particular technique used is 
known as “random rounding”. Under this method, all last or “unit” digits in 
a table (including all totals) are randomly rounded (either up or down) to “0” 
or “5”. This technique provides the strongest possible protection against 
direct, residual, or negative disclosures without adding any significant error to 
the census data. However, since totals are independently rounded they do not 
necessarily equal the sum of individual rounded figures in distributions. Also, 
minor differences can be expected for corresponding totals and cell values in 
various census reports.

The following summary statement shows 1971 numerical and percent- 
age distribution for some selected ages of special significance, such as infants 
under 1 year, persons reaching voting age or retirement and pensionable ages, 
and so on. The statement provides comparisons with earlier censuses of 1966 
and 1961. 


Ce bulletin présente la répartition de la population par année d'âge et par sexe, pour 
les provinces, les régions métropolitaines de recensement et les agglomérations de 
recensement de 25,000 habitants et plus selon le recensement du Canada de 1971. 
Suivant la définition sur laquelle sont fondés les classements par âge au recensement de 
1971, l’âge est le nombre d’années révolues au dernier anniversaire avant le 1€7 juin 1971, 
qui provient de la question du recensement qui demandait le mois et l’année de naissance. 


Dans ce bulletin, les chiffres concernant les années d’âge représentent le total réel 
pour chacun des âges. La possibilité d'erreur est donc relativement plus élevée que dans le ~ 
cas de classements par groupe d’âge qui ont déjà été publiés (voir bulletin 92-715). 
Comme dans toutes les statistiques du recensement sur l’âge, il faut s'attendre à certaines 
inexactitudes découlant d'erreurs de déclaration. Toutefois, certaines erreurs, comme 
celles dues à la tendance qu’ont les recensés à “arrondir” leur âge (par ex., pour qu'il se 
termine par zéro ou par cinq) auront été grandement réduites du fait qu’en 1971 la 
question demandait le mois et l’année de naissance plutôt que l’âge au dernier anniversaire 
comme aux recensements précédents. 


Par souci de confidentialité, les chiffres de 1971 publiés ici ont été soumis à une 
formule qui garantit l'impossibilité d’associer des chiffres de faible importance à une 
personne reconnaissable. Cette technique particulière s’appelle l”“arrondissement aléatoi- 
re”. Grâce à cette méthode, tous les derniers chiffres, c'est-à-dire les chiffres des unités, 
des tableaux (y compris tous les totaux) sont arrondis de façon aléatoire (vers le haut ou 
vers le bas) à “0” ou à “5”. Cette technique assure la protection maximale contre la 
divulgation directe, négative ou par recoupements, sans ajouter d'erreur significative aux 
données. Toutefois, puisque les totaux sont arrondis séparément, ils ne sont pas 
nécessairement égaux à la somme des chiffres individuels arrondis dans les distributions. 
De même, il faut s'attendre que les totaux et les autres chiffres correspondants dans divers 
bulletins du recensement présentent quelques légères différences.

MEASURES OF RELIABILITY 


The estimates of the mean square error (MSE) 
given in this report for the stated sets of characteristics 
include errors due to such things as response, process- 
ing and (where applicable) sampling errors, but do 
not include coverage errors. These estimates of reliabil- 
ity are published in order to give an indication of the 
level of error only and are not meant for use in 
hypothesis testing or detailed analysis. Moreover, the 
error estimates are primarily applicable to single 
characteristics. If reliability estimates are required for 
cross-tabulated characteristics, from these and other 
sets, the largest mean square error for the character- 
istics included in the cross-classification should be 
used. 


The estimates of reliability given in the tables are 
the square root of the mean square error (or root mean 
square error). When using these figures, the user can be 
reasonably certain that, for the enumerated popula- 
tion, the true value lies within plus or minus twice the 
root mean square error (e.g., for a figure of 100 the 
range would be 100 + 12.4) and virtually certain that it 
lies within plus or minus three times the root mean 
square error (e.g., for the same figure of 100 the range 
would be 100 + 18.6).

L'utilisateur peut 
donc être raisonnablement sûr que, pour les personnes 
dénombrées lors du recensement, la vraie valeur se situera 
entre plus ou moins deux fois l’écart quadratique moyen 
(par ex., pour un chiffre donné de 100, la limite de 
fiabilité serait 100 + 12.4); il peut étre également presque 
certain que cette valeur se situera entre plus ou moins 
trois fois ’écart quadratique moyen (par ex., pour un 
chiffre donné de 100, la limite de fiabilité serait 
100 + 18.6).
